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This is a decision on the petition filed January 17, 2003, 
requesting that the continuing application under 37 CFR 1.53(b) 
of Gregory Paul Handreck et al,, entitled * PAMIDRONATE SOLUTION" 
(attorney docket No, FAULDING/001 CON) be accorded a filing date 
of Noveinber 6, 2002 and assigned an application number.
